tion 1n not more than eight or nine 
games. 


As against the average stipend of tho 


baseball player, which might be rated 
at $1,000, tho hockey player Is much 
the better paid. He can attend to some 
other business at the same time that 
he is eng-ag-ed for hockey and thus in- 
crease Ills income, and this Is, In fact, 
what many of them do, some even bo- 
Ing given sinecure positions which re- 
quire almost no attention, with big pay 
attached, so that In reality it might be 
considered in the nature of a salary 
for hockey, as unless the Incumbent of 
tho position were not a first class 
chaser of the puck he would not be eli- 
gible for such a position. 


Aside from what the average pro- 


fessional hockeyist receives, however, 
thero are many instances of exceed- 
ingly high salaries being paid to high 
class men. Probably the highest sal- 
aried player in the Dominion is Fred 
Taylor of the Renfrew team, who re- 
ceives $4,000 a year. In addition, he 
holds another position, it is said, bo- 
cause of his hockey ability, from which 
he-receives 51,200 a year, and, besides 
all this, ho gets a bonus If the Renfrew 
team wins the championship. 


It Is said "that U costs $19,000 to 


place seven men o.* the Ice to represent 
Renfrew. 
On tl.is basis the average 


salary would bt 52,700 for a playing 
season, which extends over only a few 
weeks.

tify the members and make them wor- 
thy of their high calling. This is one 
of the means of preserving the fruits.of 
the mission. For the reception of thu 
sacraments will enable us to avoid the 
evil which by ourselves we could not 
overcome. We must never forget the 
words'of Jesus Christ, "Without

ordinary common sense and judgment 
as well. Yet no matter how strong we 
are In character, we are hampered and 
handicapped in this spiritual war God 
asks us to wage. The enemies of our 
soul are strong and powerful and hard 
to conquer, but in addition 
we 
are 


weakened by internal strife because 
we ourselves are our greatest enemies. 
And so we need help to conquer espe- 
cially our own selves. God has pro- 
vided us with means and arms to fight 
ourselves—prayer and the sacraments. 
The Reverend Father then went on to 
show the power of prayer over our- 
selves and our evil 
inclinations, 
its 


power over our external enemies, its 
power over God to win special aids 
that we require, and closed with an 
eloquent appeal to the men to frequent 
those great and powerful sacraments 
of penance and the eucharist. 


At the conclusion o£

sermon, 


there took place the most impressive 
ceremony of -the mission—the promul- 
gation of the L,aw. This ceremony is 
peculiar to the Ohlates and to be wit- 
nessed only at the closing of missions 
preached by the Oblates of Mary Im- 
maculate.

THE 
PHILADELPHIA STRIKE. 


Tne'Philadelphia car strike will cost numerous lives and a vast amount 


of money not to mention the suffering of the thousands who have been 
wounded or arrested. It is an object lesson for the whole country. 


The-trouble arose primarily from the cumity between two unions and 


the decision of (he company to discharge a large number 
of 
the men 


belonging to the union that seemed aggressively opposed to its interests 


Then occurred Ihe strike and the resulting evils. If the strikers were 


left to themselves we do not believe that so much damage would have been 
done to cars. There would not have been such a resort to violence. Out- 
side sympathizers, however, interfered and led (he 
mobs 
against 
the 


operation of the ears. The strike is one of the most determined that ever 
occurred in this counlry. 


The Rapid Transit company involved in tho strike seems to have shown 


very poor management in allowing two strikes on its lines within a year. 
Every company of this kind, it seems, should be 
.sure 
of 
its 
ground 


sufficiently far ahead to forestall any tie-up in its business. 
In a public 


utility strike there is a third party to be considered—the general public. 
Tor this reason there should be some provision of law against such inter- 
ference with (lie public interests. 
Railway men might be employed under 


time contracts that would preclude striken. 
In the absence of such pro- 


vision there might be some form of arbitration that would prevent a strike 
and its consequent injury to the public at large. But without nny of these 
legal provisions it seems that the company by tact and diplomacy together 
with a disposition to be fair to all its men, might have averted a strike 
that has paralyzed business throughout the great, city of Philadelphia, cost 
several lives, sent scores to prison and resulted in loss and personal injury 
to a vast number of people. 


CONGESTION IN THE 
SUPERIOR COURTS. 


For some time past there has linen considerable inconvenience to the 


public on account of the congestion of business in the superior courts. 
Last year a commission was appointed by the governor to investigate the 
causes of delay in cases coming to trial in the courts, to devise menus of 
preventing such delay nnd report n. men sure to the legislature calculated 
to provide a permanent remedy for the evil. The commission consisted of 
Robert M. Morse. William Gushing Wait and Charles B. Barnes, Jr. 
This 


commission has submitted its report, making a very able 
and 
elaborate 


exposition of the entire situation in regard to the delay in court trials in 
every county of the state. 


The number of cases pending in the courts is really astonishing. The 


report of the commission shows the number of cases 
of 
the 
various 


designations pending in each county. The chief congestion seems to be in 
Middlesex and Suffolk counties. 
In the county of Middlesex the, report 


shows that there were pending June ISO, 1909: Jury eases, 2725; jnrv 
waived, 1324; equity, 535; divorce, 690. Total, 5274. The number pending 
at the same time in Suffolk county was as follows: 
Jury, 10,877; jury 


waived, 1918; equity, 309S; divorce. 1346. 
Total, 17,239. 
The total of 


such cases pending for the entire state is 34,205. 


TliB report gives a tabulation of pending tort and contract cases which 


may or may not be included in those just enumerated. It is quite probable: 
that a fair proportion of them are not included in 
those already 
given. 


Here, however, are the figures: Middlesex county, tort cases, 2197; con- 
tract eases, 1548. 
Total. 37-15. 
Suffolk county, tort cases, 55S5; contract

THE SALE OF MILK 


Mr. Editor: 


In your paper of a recent date I read 


rules made by the board of health In 
regard to the sale of milk in stores, 
copy of which was mailed to every 
storekeeper and milk dealer. 


. Rule 5 states that no milk ,shaU be 
sold from bulk retainers in stores, or 
bakeshops, but shall be kept in bottles 
and.sold therefrom. 


While 1 believe in doing everything 


possible to make the milk supply of 
Lowell all that it should be, I think 
that the board is working a hardship 
upon the poor people of Lowell, as well 
as on the shopkeeper and small milk- 
dealer, by putting milk in bottles that 
will be sold by'stores. 


All milk-dealers who sell at- whole- 


sale to stores ha,ve at presentat Ipfist 
four or five-milk cans for every can of 
milk he sells to a. store; there is one 
can in the'possession of the storekeep- 
er, another that .Is being delivered to 
him, 
and the empty, can that is "re 


turned to the milkman, and two in..the 
hands of the farmer who supplies the 
milk. 


The cans cost about one dollar each 


and under the new rule the milkman 
would have a large. number of cans 
on his hands that are of no value to 
him. 


At present the milkmen do not place 


any charge upon bottles delivered to 
house customers, as they collect the 
empty bottles every morning and do not 
collect for milk but once a 
week or 


month. When they put up milk in 
bottles for the stores they will have to 
charge the storekeeper for the bottles 
as the loss would be too great other- 
wise; this means but one of two things, 
either charge their customers for bot- 
tles or get a bottle with "a different 
trademark for the stores, which will 
mean a great outlay of money that 
the majority of the 
small 
dealers 


could not afford. 


I have heard of two dealers who say 


they cannot remain in business if this 
rule is enforced and will sell out to 
the trust If made- an offer. 


It also means the installation of a 


bottle filler, which is beyond the means 
of the farmer milkman. 


It will put the price of milk up to 


eight cents a quart, as the cost 
of 


handling will be greater. 


The storekeeper will be a loser by 


the new rule. He has at present an ice 
chest that 
will accommodate 
from 


two to five cans of milk. 


There are eight quarts in a can. 


This would mean from 16 to 40 bot- 
tles and as all milk must be 
under 


60 degrees R, when sold he would have 
to buy a larger loo box HS he (tonhi not 
get aa many bottles in his old chest 
as he would need to supply the trade. 


If you will make a canvass of the 


stores selling milk in Loweli you 
will 


find it is" not 
the 
large' grocer 
or 


butcher who sells milk but the small 
neighborhood stores 
kept 
in 
most 


cases by women who have two or three 
children depending upon the store for 
a living and those are the ones who 
would have to bear the hardship 
'of 


rule 5. 


Last but not least of the losers are 


the people who buy their milk 
fr.im 


storekeepers. They will pay more for 
their milk thnn 
at 
present 
besides 


placing a deposit on the bottle which 
means a quart of milk will be eight 
rents and live cents for the bottle, a 
total of thirteen rents for a Quart of 
milk against seven cents, the present 
price. 


A great 
many people who depoml 


upon thn stores for their milk are the 
poorer class who have no ice chests to 
keep their milk in nnd who buy milk as 
they need it for each meal, buying two 
or throe cents worth at a time. It will 
bo har-1 on them as 
the shopkeepers 


will not ca>e to break ti bottle for such 
a small salo with the chance of hav- 
ing the remainder left on their hands 
to sour.

He can attend to some 
other business at the same time that 
he is engaged for hockey and thus in- 
crease his income, and this is, In fact, 
what, many of them do, some even bo- 
ing given sinecure positions which-ro- 
qulre almost no attention, with big pay 
attached, so that In reality it might be 
considered in the nature of a salary 
for hockey, as unless the incumbent of 
tho position were not a first class 
chaser of the puck he would not bo eli- 
gible for such a position. 


Aside from what the average pro- 


fessional hockeyist receives, however, 
there are many instances of exceed- 
ingly high salaries being paid to high 
class men. Probably the highest sal- 
aried player in the Dominion is Fred 
Taylor of the Renfrew team, who re- 
ceives J4.000 a yenr. 
In addition, ho 


holds another position, it is said, be- 
cause of his hockey ability, from which 
he receives Si,200 a year, and. besides 
all this, ho gets a bonus if the Renfrew 
team wins the championship. 


It is said that it costs $13,000 to 


place seven men on the ice to represent 
Renfrew. 
On this basis tho, .average 


salary would be $2,700 for a playing 
season, which extends over only a few 
wec-kF. 


The example regarding Renfrew is 


only an instance of that which pre- 
vails with practically all of tho other 
professional teams.

THE PHILADELPHIA 
STRIKE. 


The Philadelphia car strike will cost numerous lives and a vast amount 


of money not to mention the suffering of the thousands who have 
been 


wounded or arrested. It is nn object lesson for the whole 'country. 


The trouble arose primarily from the enmity between two unions and 


the decision of the company to discharge a large number 
of 
the men 


belonging to the union that seemed aggressively opposed to its interests 


Then occurred the strike and the resulting evils. If the strikers were 


left to themselves we do not believe that so much damage would have been 
done to cars. There would not have been such a resort, to violence. 
Out- 


side sympathizers, however, interfered and led the 
mobs 
against 
the 


operation of the cars. The strike is one of the most determined that ever 
occurred in this country. 


The Rapid Transit company involved in the strike seems to have shown 


very poor management in allowing two strikes on its lines within a year. 
Every company of this kind, it seems, should lie 
SUIT, 
of 
its 
ground 


sufficiently far ahead to forestall any tie-up in its business. 
In a public 


utility strike there is a third party to be considered—the general public. 
For this reason there should be some provision of law against such inter- 
ference with the public interests. Railway men might be employed under 
time contracts (hat would preclude strikes. In the absence of such pro- 
vision there might be some form of arbitration that would prevent a strike 
and its consequent injury to the public at large. But without any of these 
legal provisions it seems that the company by tact and diplomacy together 
with a disposition to un fair to »11 ils men, might have averted a strike 
that has paralyzed business throughout the great city of Philadelphia, cost 
several lives, sent scores to prison and resulted in loss and personal injury 
to a vast number of people. 


CONGESTION IN THE SUPERIOR COURTS. 


For some time past there has been considerable inconvenience lo the 


public on. account of the congestion of business in the superior courts. 
Last year a commission was appointed by the governor to investigate the 
causes of delay in cases coming to trial in the courts, to devise means of 
preventing such delay and report a measure to tho legislature calculated 
to provide a permanent remedy for the evil. The commission consisted of 
Robert 31. Morse, William CtiHliing Wait and Charles B. Barnes, Jr. 
This 


commission has submitted ils report, making a very able and 
elaborate 


exposition of the entire situation in regard lo the delay in court Irials in 
every county of the state. 


The number of cases pending in the courts is really astonishing. The 


report of the commission shows the number of cases 
of 
the 
various 


designations pending in each Bounty. The chief congestion seems to be in 
Middlesex and Suffolk counties. 
In the county of Middlesex the report 


shows that there were pending June 30, 1909: 
Jury cases, 2725; jury 


waived, 1324; equity, 535; divorce, 690. Total, 5274. The number pending 
at the same time in Suffolk county was as follows: 
Jury, 10,877; jury 


waived, 1918; equity, 3098; divorce, 1SMG. 
Total, 17,239. 
The total of 


such cases pending for the entire state is 34,205. 


The report gives a tabulation of pending tort nnd contract cases which 


may or may not be included in those just enumerated. It is quite probable 
that a fair proportion of them lire not included in those already 
given. 


Here, however, are tho figures: Middlesex county, tort cases, 2197; 
con- 


tract cnsos, 1548. Totnl, ,'i745. 
Suffolk county, tort cases, 5585; contract 


cases, 5753. Total, 11,338. The total of these for the slate is 22,896. 


It. is quite plain from these figures that an immediate remedy is very 


urgently needed, and the hill reported by the commission appears to bo. well 
calculated lo overcome the evil entirely. 


Here in Lowell last year there was considerable inconvenience resulting 


from the death of Judge Ifehop when the trial list broke down completely. 
There is now some doubt whether the April term 
can 
be 
successfully 


attended to. Those who arc inclined to be impatient, however, may find 
some comfort in the report of Ihc commission which will undoubtedly be 
adopled possibly with some slight modification. 


The commission in its bill now before the legislature docs not recom-

THE SALE OF MILK 


Mr. Editor: ' 
In your paper of a reoCnt date 1 read 


rules made by the board of health in 
regard to the sale of milk in stores, a 
copy of which was mailed to every 
storekeeper and milk'dealer. 


Rule'5 states that no milk shall bo 


sold from, bulk retainers.in stores, or 
bakeshops, but shall be-kept'.in bottles 
and sold therefrom. 
While. I believe in doing everything 


possible to make the milk supply, of 
Lowell all that, it should be, 1 think 
that the board is working a hardship 
upon the poor people of, Lowell, as well 
as on the shopkeeper and small milk- 
dealer, by putlfcig' milk in .bottles that 
will be sold by stores. 
- . - 


All mllkidealcrs who sell at whole- 


sale to, stores have at present at least 
four or five milk cans for every can of 
milk he sells to a-store; there is one 
can In the possession of. the storekeep- 
er, another that- Is being delivered to 
him; -and the empty can that Is "re- 
turned to the milkman,iand:two in.the 
hands of the farmer who supplies the 
milk.

The cans cost about one dollar each 


and under the new rule the milkman 
would have a1 large number of cans 
on his hands that are of no value to 
him. 


At present the milkmen flo not place 


any charge upon bottles delivernd to 
house customers, as, they collect-the 
empty bottles every morning and do not 
collect for milk but once a week or 
month. 
When they put up milk in 


bottles for the stores they •will have to 
charge the, storekeeper for the bottles 
as the loss would be too great'other- 
wise; this means but one of two things, 
either charge their customers for bot- 
•tles ur get a bottle with a different 
trademark for the stores, which will 
mean a great outlay of money that 
the majority oC the 
small 
dealers 


could not afford. 


I have heard of two dealers who sny 


they cannot remain in business If this 
rule is enforced and will Isell out to 
the trast if made an offer. 


It also means the installation of a 


bottle Hller, which, is beyond the means 
of the farmer milkman. 


It will put the price of milk up to 


eight cents a ttunrt, as the cost of 
handling will be greater. 


• The storekeeper will be a loser by 
the new^rule. He has at present an ice 
chest that 
will accommodate 
from 


two to live cans of milk. 


There are eight quarts in a can, 
This would mean from 16 to 40 bot- 
tles and as all milk must be 
under 


60 degrees F., when sold he would have 
to buy a larger ice box as he could 1101 
get as many bottles in his old chesi 
as he would need to supply the trade. 


If you will make a canvass of 
the 
stores selling milk in Lowell you wil 
find it is not 
the 
large grocer 
or 


butcher who sells milk but the smnr 
neighborhood stores 
kept in 
mos 


eases by women who have two or three 
children depending upon the store for 
a living and those are the ones who 
would have to bear the hardship 
rule 5. 


Last but not least of the losers are 


the people who buy their milk 
from 


•storekeepers. They will pay more for 
their milk thnn 
at 
present 
besides 
placing a deposit on the bottle whicV 
menns a quart of milk will he eight 
centH and livo cents for tho bottle, a 
totnl of thirteen cents for a auart o: 
milk against seven cents,. the present 
price. 


A great 
many people who depend 


upon the stores for their milk are the 
poorer class who have no ice chests to 
keep their milk in nnd who buy milk as 
they need It for each meal, buying two 
or throo routs worth at a time. It wil 
be hard (in them as the shopkeepers 
will not care to break a bottle for sucl" 
a Hinall s;tlo with the chance of hav- 
ing the remainder left on their hands 
to flour.

He can attend to some 
other business at the same time that 
he is engaged for hockey and thus in- 
crease his Income, and this is, in fact, 
what many of them do, some oven bo- 
ing given sinecure posillons which re- 
quire almost no attention, with big pay 
attached, so that in reality it might be 
considered in the nature of a salary 
for hockey, as unless the Incumbent of 
the position wero not a first class 
chaser of the puck he would not be eli- 
gible for such a position. 


Aside from what the' average pro- 


fessional hockeylst receives, however, 
there are many Instances of exceed- 
ingly high salaries being paid to high 
class .men. Probably the highest sal- 
aried player in tho Dominion is Fred 
Taylor of the Renfrew team, who re- 
ceives $4,000 a year. In addition, he 
holds another position, It Is said; be- 
cause of his hockey ability, from which 
he receives $1,200 a year, and, besides 
all this, he gets a bonus If the Renfrew 
team wins the championship. 


It is said that it costs $19,000 to 


place seven men on the Ice to represent 
Renfrew. 
On this basis the average 


salary would be $2,700 for a playing 
season, which extends over only a few 
weeks. 


Tho example regarding Renfrew Is 


only an Instance of that which pre- 
vails with practically all of tho other 
professional teams.
